For Rhodes Scholarships 



If you aro Interested In the 
Rhodes Scholarships, here is somo 
Information taken from the 
"Ilhodes Scholorshlps Memoran- 
dum" which may be obtained at 
the Registrar's office. 

A Rhodes Scholarship may be 
held for two or three years dep- 
ending on tho course taken by the 
studtiit. This year two such scho- 
larships will be allotted to the 
provinces of Ontario and Quebec, 
nnd ono ench to the remaining 
provinces except Prince Edward 
Island. 

Tho candidate must be an un- 
married male Canadian citizen or 
Drltish subject over 19 but under 
25 years of ago by Oct. 1, 1054. 
He must have completed at least 
two years of study at a Canadian 
University. Tho applicant may 
compete cither in tho province in 
which he has his ordinary private 
homo or iu the province in which 
ho has taken his University cour 
se. 

At present, the value ot this 
scholnrshlp is 500 pounds per 
annum, but all travel expenses arc 
to be paid by the student. 

Complying with the wishes of 
tho lato Mr. Rhodes selections are 
based on such qualities as he con- 
sidered deslrnble In a scholar.- 
These include literary and scho- 
lastic nchcivements, citizenship, 
chnrncter, leadership, unselfish 
intorcst In others, and physical 
vigour ns shown In participai ion 
In sports. 



Acceptable candidates will be 
Interviewed by a special Selection 
Committee, and except in extreme 
cases, no candidato will bo select- 
ed without this interview.

Resides, if we treat 
tho nurses properly they may be 
able to handle moro than ono & 
minute, nnd If we're really nice 
they may even stay a few minutes 
over-time.

Saskatoon (CUP) — Much of the 
recent discussion on the campus 
of the Unlvorslty of Saskatchewan 
lias centered around tho topic ot 
"cleaning up" the university 
dnnccs; agreement has been gen- 
eral on the point that something 
must be done. aThe question is, 
what? 

The objectionable behavior of 
a few people might lead to tho 
discontinuation of these dances. 
By objectionable, behavior Is 
meant such things as causing dam- 
age to dance halls and ballrooms, 
breaking glasses, open drinking, 
rioting etc. Dowtown proprietors 
have warned the University that 
behavior of that sort might force 
them to forbid varsity dances to 
be held on their premises.

Blood Exhibit to be Shown 



Just after they havo given their 
blood to the Red Cross, McGill 
students will havo a chanco to 
find out something about it next 
November 6-7. 

Blood will bo the central exhib- 
it of tho Biochemistry Depart- 
ment's display in tho Biological 
Sciences' section of McGiU's first 
Open House. 

Available for examination, nt 
thut time will be a demonstrat- 
ion showing the flow of tho red 
blood corpuscles through the ca- 
pillaries of the web of a frog'tt 
foot. The red blond corpuscles or 
cells (about 1/3000 of nn inch In 
diameter) are responsible for 
transporting oxygen to nil part» 
of the body. Capillaries nre the 
smallest blood vessels in the bo- 
dy, many of them just large 
enough to permit the passugo of 
a red blood cell. Stretched and 
mounted on a microscope, the 
web of a frog's foot is adequately 
transparent ho that the movement 
of tho blood in the vessels may 
bo observed. 

All blood belongs to one of four 
types and how this is determined 
will be demonstrated nnd explain- 
ed. 



A process whereby blood plns- 
ma may bo kept indefinitely will 
bo on display. This method invol- 
ves drying tho plasma by freezing 
nnd ovnporntlng It. The resulting 
powder may be reconstituted for 
use nt any time by nddlng water. 

How a frog expands or con- 
tracts tho black spots In Its skin 
to* adapt its colour to that ot the 
surroundings will lie demonstrnt- 

- 

cd In ono of the laboratories of 
the Biochemistry Department.. 
Tills is done by injecting into the 
frog a hormone, called the moln- 
nophoro hormone, normnlly pro- 
duced by tho frog. Secretion of 
the hormone causes tho black 
spots to expand.

What determines the political 
outlook of college students ? 

In lils studies of philosophy and 
as a result of Ills extensive travels 
throughout Europe, Professor 
Raymond Kllbanski has proven 
that students are Influenced by 
what they hear and read at var- 
ious universities. 

Professor Kllbaimkl was born in 
Paris, France, on October 15, 
1905. In 1929 he received his 
PH.D., su m ma cum lauda, at the 
University of Heidelberg lit Ger- 
many. Ho lectured on philosophy 
at that game college between tho 
years 19:11-1 9.1.1. 

During his stay in Germany, 
Professor Kllbanski and several 
of his colleagues were engaged In 
writing a book that would have 
linked Medieval philosophy with 
the popularity of tho National 
Socialists. In the 1930's when 
Hitler came to power, political 
pressure forced Prof, Kllbanski to 
flee to England. 

At Oxford University he was 
made au M.A. by decreo, and then 
became a member of the faculty 
ot that University where he lcc-

lured from 19:tU-4S. lie was also 
made Director of Studies nt the 
Wurberg Institute of London 
University. 

Whllo In England Professor 
Kllbanski spent six years in the 
British Foreign Office us Chicl 
Intelligence Officer in the Politic- 
al intelligence Department. His 
work there was Intimately con- 
nected with bis knowledge of 
Germany and Italy. After tho war 
a booklet was found In Germany 
dealing with the proposed German 
invasion of Britain. Professor 
Kllbanski saw his own name on 
the list of those slated for Im- 
mediate extermination bj the 
Germans. 

He came to Canada in 1910 and 
two years later was appointed 
Frothlhgham Professor of Logic 
nnd Metaphysics at McGill Uni- 
versity, where be Is now a re- 
search professor in philosophy. 

Lust September Prof. Kllbanski 
was elected a member to the Di- 
rective Committee of the- Inter- 
national Federation of Philo- 
sophic Societies. As such he is 
tho Canadian representative to 



that Committee; It is tho first, 
time thut Canada has gained a 
place on tho Directive 

More recently, Prof. Kllbanski 
has been named n fellow of tho , 
International Instituto ot Philo- 
sophy and has been elected r 
member of the Directorate. TI1030 
elected to tho Institute are given 
that honor of merit of their con- 
tributions to philosophy; Profes- 
sor Kllbanski represents English- 
speaking Canada in that organiza- 
tion. 

Prof. Kllbanski Is acting as 
Director of two collections that 
the Institute is going to publish. 

The first publication will be a 
bulletin, issued every threo 
months, which will contain a list 
of philosophical hooks thut are in 
cxlstaneo with tin analysis of each 
to serve as u guide. 

The second publication will bA 
chronicles, or critical surveys, of 
new trends and developments in 
philosophical d I c I p 1 1 n 0 s , Tho 
chronicles will he published at 
four to fivo year intervals.

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A phrase is currently being mentioned 
again and again on.compus. To some it 
1 means the greatest event in the immediate 
' future, to others it means a great deal of 
work; to some a matter of pride, to others 
a chance to prove the worth of a university 
to the community it serves. 

'Meet McGill — Open House': Not just 
another gala event, not just a great show, 
but an 'auto de fc\ An act of faith of the 
University in itself as a useful member to 
the community. 

This act of faith is not one performed 
by faculty and administration alone. Stu- 
dents, conscious of the role of a university 
as one of the truly worthy institutions of 
our society, are also joining in the rite. For, 
actually, it is the students more than any- 
thing else that make a university. 

The various faculties and departments 
can give the necessary material for the dis- 
plays and exhibitions. But it is up to the 
students to make this material palatable to 
the public. 



Gauge of Faith 

The Open House Committee, under the 
chairmanship of John Stubbs, is doing a 
great job. It is a job of 'joe-jobs', posters 
to be drawn, displays to be arranged, the 
material presented by the faculties has to 
be correlated, the maze of technical jargon 
has to be translated into layman's English, 
press releases have to be written, publicity 
planned, etc., etc. 

Yet, no matter how hard the people on 
the committee work, there is still more to 
be done. And there is only one source of 
labour: the student body. An hour here, 
an evening there, an errand conscientiously 
performed, a booth taken care of; all there 
are the grains of sand that can build 'Open 
House' up into a success. 

So it is up to the students of McGill. 
The Open House offices are in the base- 
ment of the Union. The activity of this 
room is the gauge of the faith students 
have in the institution of which they are 
an essential part.

The Spider in the Tent 




Mr. Kruger's article yesterday raised an In- 
teresting problem: whether a democracy Is ful- 
filling the standards It has set Itself If It protects 
itself against tho Ingrcsslon of "nntl-dcmocrntie" 
eloments by rcaortlng to military protective nct- 
lon. 

Consider the present case In B.C., where. Com- 
munist elements having usurped political power, 
they have been as promptly ousted by the British 
soldiery. 

To the dewy-eyed romantic, the nrltlsh action 
might appear to have been grossly undemocratic, 
and to have seriously challenged tho very demo- 
cratic pdlnclples which it was designed to uphold. 
The British are prone to being accused of using 
Communist tactics to defend their Interests agalu- 
st Communism. 

Democracy, however, can exist only Insofar 
as It Is embodied in a state. And any state which 
preserves even tho form of democracy today Is 
moro valuable to tho West than one which is 
Communist. 

Tho West can no longer depend upon the ap- 
peal of Its Ideals alono to protect It. Consider the 
cases of Czokoslovnkla and Hungary, where mili- 
tary aid was withheld until it was too late to 
prevent red domination nor even permit tho in- 
grcsslon of Communism into our Western count- 
ries. "We must give tho Communists no foothold; 
we can't afford It; It's too dangerous. This is 
especially true In the case of U.C., whero Alcan, 
one of tho West's most important producers ot 
aluminum, obtain Its bauxite, tho raw material 
from which aluminium Is refined. Were n Com- 
munist regime established In B.C., it would not 
bo Improbable that the government so established 
would involve Itself diplomatically with Russia. 
That having been accomplished, it Is probable 
that the Communist government in B.C. could 
ally themselves economically with Russia, divert- 
ing the bauxite ore from Montreal to Leningrad. 
Blockade by tho West would constitute an even 
more overtly military nctlon than the suppression 
of the PPT*. Military blockade of material to Rus- 
sia would contribute far more strongly than the 
present suppression of a local Communist regime 
to aggravating the tensions existing between East 
and West, If not to the precipitation of outright 
war. Some sort of retaliation would certainly be 
attempted, which, In tho present strained world 
situation, would almost certainly produce calam- 
itous, results. 

It tho situation wore nllowed to develop to 
tho point where a blockade were necessary, but 
not enforced, the West would lose its most Im- 
portant source of bauxite, disabling its military 
production severely. 

Whether or not, then. Whitehall's decision 
was, In the most nbstract sense, "democratic",

Americans Think That...

Criticism of Americans and their country seems to have become a popular in- 
door sport among her allies, and Canada is certainly no exception. In discussions, pos/ibly 
more among college students than anywhere else, it is common to hear sweeping state- 
ments that "The trouble with Americans is they think that . . . " followed by various 
private observations or digestions from the editorial pages. 

It was, then, most interesting to participate in round table discussions with Amer- 
ican college students at last week's New York Herald Tribune Forum, and to talk to them 
individually over a meal. It was possible in these discussions to get' some impression of 
what Americans do, in fact, think — as distinct from what we say they think. 

In these discussions that cov- 1 Education was also discussed, 
erod a wide range ot political and mainly thc.j;alue of a liberal arts 



and therefore, by a most dangerous syllogism, 
"good", it wns at least wise, and totally defensible 
in tho context of present international tension. 

Tho principles which h democratic state em- 
bodies cannot bo universally extended to control 
directly every action which a democratic state 
may commit; occasionally a democracy Is forced 
to consider itself an entity to he defended by 
the swiftest and most effective means possible. 
If the only swift and effective means available 
to it Is an overt net of military suppression, then 
an over net of military suppression it must be. 
There is nothing in the democratic system which 
compels It to suicide. 

Whether or not Britain was acting out of 
corporate economic interest in suppressing the 
PPP Is Irrelevant; the important fact is thnt the 
Communists hnvo lost an attractive foothold. 

If the sugar workers were driven into the 
arms of Communism by Britalns exploitation, 
then Britain was most grievously nt fault. But 
Britain, however reprehenslblo her negllgenco in 
having nllowed such a situation to develop, can 
still save face and tho situation. 

She could do this In two steps: 

1) Squashing the PPP, 

2) Redressing the workers' grievances, and 
keeping them satisfied. 

In tills way B.G. and her vital aluminium re- 
sources can lie Bafely contained in the West. 

Britain, through carelessness or stupidity, 
has permitted the situation to develop to Its pres- 
ent gravity. To relievo tho situation, which sho 
has caused, tho two above steps arc imperative. 

The first has been executed with admirablo 
efficiency. 

She must now repair tho cause of the trouble: 
she must tnko Immediate steps to satisfy the 
workers' wants, and to convince the workers that 
their satisfaction will be a permanent one. if she 
docs this, sho can consider herself as having 
learned nn Important lesson. 

If you are in a tent In a jungle, and you per- 
mit the tent to fall Into such disrepair that a 
venomous spider Is nblo to enter, your first Job 
is to kill the spider, and your second is to repair 
the tent. 

Wo can only hope that Whitehall Is aware 
of her responsibility, and that ho will take im- 
mediate steps to Implement Its execution.

WHY SEA POWER? 

The Developement Of Sea Power 

(The first of three Articles on Sea Power.) 
15th and 18th Centuries 

The age of tlie galley propelled by oars was over. The sailing ship came into stand- 
ard use. Henry VII, in 1485, more for economic than warlike reasons, built four of these 
ships to begin what is now a revered tradition: the British Navy. In war, these vessels 
were to fight; in peace they were to be used for further trade. Henry VIII, succeeding 
his father, developed the Navy on a large scale as a basis for war, whereby be was able 
to defy the Pope and any other European power. In 1577, Sir Francis Drake nailed around 
the world. The English, under Elizabeth I, defeated the Jàpanish Armada in 1588. 

War, In 191S, this now Canadian 
Navy consisted of 132 small vess- 
els. 2000 officers and 1700 reserv- 
ists, organized in patrol of the 
East Coast. 1030 saw the Tt.C.N.' 



Tho prestige of the Itoyal Navy 
Increased: a glorious tradition was 
already well founded. Next, to- 
ward the end of tho 16th Cent- 
ury, the British Empire began Its 
road toward tho acquisition of n 
quarter of tho globe. In 1001. 
tho East India Co. was founded 
for trade In tho Far East. Tho 
Royal Navy becamo supreme. It 
had to remain bo to protect its 
trade lanes and colonics. Tho 17th 
Century saw England successful 
against Holland. -Why? Dccnuso 
of Its superior sea power. In the 
18th Century, during the Seven 
Years War (17G6-17G3), Britain 
conquered the French possessions 
in Canada. Why? Bccauso the 
Royal Navy controlled the North 
Atlantic. 

19th and 20th Centuries 
The 19th Century saw the most 



radical revolution In Naval his- 
tory. The wooden sailing ship, 
armed with muzzle-loading guns, 
firing round cannon balls gavo 
way to tho stool steam-propelled 
warship, firing explosive shells 
from breech-loading guns of in- 
creased range. 

Then the German Empire In 
1S9S, began to create a formid- 
able and efficient navnl force. 
This rosulted lu a rivalry between 
England and Germany in tho 
construction of battleships. In 
1009, in, the House of Commons 
In Ottawa, tho Honourable Goorge 
Foster Introduced n resolution for 
Cnnndinn naval defence In tho 
form of a Canadian Navy. This 
resolution was adopted by tho 
House and on May 4, 1910, the 
Navnl Service Bill becamo law.
